<now what they were, not only, hut 
we know what they signified, and our 
hearts were, touched to the quick by 
them, oiu- imagination filled with the 
whole picture or what France and Bel- 
gium in particular had experienced 
When the United States entered the 
war, therefore, they entered it no: 
only because they were moved by a 
conviction that the purposes of the. 
central empires were wrong and must 
be resisted by men everywhere who 
loved liberty and the right, but also 
because the illicit ambitions which 
they were entertaining and attempt- 
Ing to realize had led to the practices 
which shocked our hearts a.s much as 
they offended our principles. 


Our resolution was formed because 
we icnew how profoundly great prin- 
ciples of right were affected, hut our 
nenrls moved also with our resolution. 


You have been exceedingly gener- 
ous in what you have been gracious 
enough to say about me, gracious far 
beyond my personal deserts, but you 
have interpreted with real insight the 
motives and resolutions of the people 
of the United States. 


Y\ hat ever influence I exercise, what- 
ever authority I speak with, I derive 
from them. I know what they have 
thought. I know what they have de- 
sired, and when I ha\e spoken what 
I know was in their minds it has been 
delightful to "see how the conscience 
and purposes of freemen everywhere 
responded. 


We 
June 
merely 
established our 
right to the full fellowship of those 
peoples here and throughout the world 
who reverence the right of genuine 
liberty and justice. 


You have made me feel very much 
at home here, not merely by 'the de- 
lightful warmth of your welcome, but 
also by the manner in which you have 
made me realize to the utmost the in- 
timate community 
of 
thought 
and 


ideal which characterizes your people 
nnd the great nation wh'ich I have 
tlie honor for the time to represent. 
„ Your welcome to Paris I shall al- 
wajh remember as one of the unique

I beg that you will not suppose that 
because a wide ocean sejiarated us 
In space we were not In eft’t*ct eye 
witnes.ses of the shameful ruin tlmr 
was w'rought and tlie cruel and un­ 
necessary sulTej*ings tiiat were brougiii 
upon you. Tliese sulTerlngs have fill­ 
ed our hearts with indlgnathm. 
We 
know wliat they were, not only, but 
we know what they signified, and our 
liearts were touched to the quick by 
tiiem, our Inmglnutlon tilled with the 
wJiole picture of what France and Bid- 
glnm In particular had experienced. 
When the United States entered the 
war, tlierefore, they entered it not 
only because tiiey were moved by a 
cimvictlon that tlie purposes of the 
central emnires were wrong and mu.si 
be resisted by men everywhere who 
loved liberty and the right, but also 
because the illicit aml)Itlons \vhlcli 
they were ente/tainlng and attempt- 
Ing to realize had led to the practices 
which shocked our hearts as much as 
they oHVnded our principles.

:old-blo(jded Imtcheiy perhaps without 
•qual e\en in this war. It is the tale 
•yt a dehbetate, systematic eftoit by 
-.he Bulgarians extending over three 
months to exterminate the national 
spirit of Seibia by killing everyone in 
the parts of the country they occupied 
.vhom they thought capable of main- 
taining it. 


I have gathered the facts from many 


lifferent sources and the information 
ind evidence establish Bulgarian guilt 
aeyond all doubt. 


Aftet installing Bulgarian mayors, 


oishops, tax collectors and military 
police the Bulgarians arrested in ev- 
sry town and village all the men who 
oelonged to what may be called the 
'ntellectual class. They chose pnilia- 
•nentaiy deputies, judges, teachers, 
lawjeis, piiests and employers of la- 
Dor." formed them into gangs and 
i atched them away. 


3,000 Sent to Slaughter. 


Men numbering at least 8,000 from 


the towns and villages of the Vtanla 
region .alone were taken in detach- 
ments of about fifty at a time to a 
place which the Bulgarians chose as 
their slaughter house, and theie evety 
night one party after another from 
December, 1913, to March, 3910, had 
their throats cut or wete stabbed to 
death. 


One village whose name the Bulga- 


rians nine made terrible is a small 
place called Surdulitza, 20 miles uoith- 
east of Vranja, near the Bulgarian 
fiontier. 
I weot there and saw the 


bones, the graves and surviving rela- 
tives of 2,500 victims of Bulgarian sa\- 
tigery who there met their end. 


They were locked up in houses 


which I saw, and then at night 
inarched down a gully tied four or five 
together with ropes, they were stabbed 
or bayoneted to death and buried 
\\here they lay by local gypsies col- 
lected for the work by the Bulgarians. 


Graves of hundreds of them were 
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ACTIVE IN WAR WORK 


>ho\\u to me. 
Moldy human bones 


were .still 
l>iiiK about in a little 


mold.x stream bed where on one win- 
ter's night after another the slaughter 
was carried out. 


Kvery night the peasants of Surdu- 


lit/!i, who were forbidden to leave 
tlii-ir houses after sunset, heard men's 
screams coming from a near-by wood. 
The following mottung fieice village 
dogs would bring into the streets hu- 
man aims and e\en heads, which they 
lote off the bodies of the murdered 
men. 


At Ushe\tse, a hamlet to the north 


of Vranja, 120 men, women and chil- 
dren— the entire population — were 
Uilled in one daj. 


At VLidiclii all the women were col- 


lected and some of them violated. The 
rest were tied up and left until two 
days later, when the Bulgars came 
back and completed their work of out- 
rage. 


Roasted Over Slow Fires.. 


Last jear at Yelu&hmtsa and Krl 


vafaja innocent peasants were stripped 
naked, tied down to braziers and 
roasted over slow fires to make them 
confess that they possessed hidden 
arms. 


Lebane and Lesokvaty probably were 


the worst martyred towns of all. At 
the former place 20 persons were beat- 
en literally to death. 


What is to be done to punish "this 


cynically planned and brutally exe- 
cuted policy of murder? The names 
of the Bulgarian officers directly re- 
sponsible for these butcheries are 
known. The peasants of Vranja and 
Surdulitza utter them with the same 
dread as that with which men of the 
English west country must have spo- 
ken of Judge Jeffreys after the bloody 
assizes.

Paris. — The American army 
In 


France is the most sanitary in the 
world. The discovery that the louse 
was the carrier of trench fever and 
that scabies—the seven-years' itch of 
Bible- fame—and other skin diseases 
are conspicuously reduced by cleanli- 
ness led the army staff to take meas- 
ures to rid the Yankee soldiers of 
these evils. It was decided that clean 
underclothes and frequent baths would 
make the Yank immune from many of 
the ills common to the soldier in 
France. General Pershing ordered that 
his army be equipped with efficient fa- 
cilities to insure every man in the 
army a change of clothing and a bath 
,it least once, and, If necessary, twice 
a week. 
The soldiers, as they return from 


active duty, are received In squads. 
They disrobe and turn In their cloth- 
ing. 
Then they spend half a minute 


under a hot shower, half a minute un- 
der a cold one, two minutes soaping 
their bodies and then another half a 
minute under a w arm shower for rins- 
ing. They emerge to receive clean un- 
derwear, sox and shirt and, If neces- 
sary, a clean uniform. 
The whole 


process takes 3% minutes plus time 
for dressing and undressing. 


The underwear the men leave when 


entering goes to the laundry wagons. 
It goes through the washing and ster- 
ilizing process and is issued again, a 
day or two later, to other troops. 


I.ice, known as "cooties" in the sol- 


dier's vocabulary, have been common 
to all armies in the war, but serious 
efforts to exterminate them were not 
made until they were found to be germ 


carriers. The new American plan, it 
is believed, will effectively rid the 
army of them. There were cases in 
the American army, during the fight 
ing of the past summer, where officers 
and men did not remove their clothing 
for as long a period as six weeks. Un 
der such circumstances-lice ceased tc 
be a terror, ceaseu even to be a bub 
ject of jest.

Almost anybody who talks about the 


public or matters pertaining to the 
public will reiterate such opinions to- 
day, observes the Kansas City Star. 
And no offense Is taken; no Indigna- 
tion meetings are held and no resolu- 
tions drawn up in condemnation of 
such insulting language. 
Apparently 


nobody feels insulted. 


Who, then, is the public? Nobody 


can tell us; always the thing eludes 
our search. 


But is not the public anybody but 


you and me, or anybody except the 
persons talking about It? Therefore, 
the public can never be found, though 
one should inquire all his days. Al- 
ways the thing Is further on, like the 
rainbow's end. 


So there is little use relying on the 


public to do anything, to take the ini- 
tiative, to start something, to rise up 
in rebellion against wrong oppression, 
outrage, injustice. 


There has been much talk about re- 


bellions, revolutions, when public in- 
dignation has reached the boiling 
point; but there never was and likely 
never will be a public uprising of any 
kind without a leader, without some 
individual working alone or in co-op- 
eration with a very few other indi- 
viduals to organize "public sentiment," 
to give it form and substance, "a local 
habitation and a name." 


Therefore all the abuse that has 


ever been heaped upon the public 
might be gathered Into one mass and 
once more hurled at the thing's head 
and nothing would ever be heard of 
it and nobody hurt. 


What recourse can be had, then, 


when the people suffer, when a com- 
munity, a city, Is oppressed by bad 
government, selfish and soulless cor- 
porations or what not? 
None at all 


by damning the public. 


It all comes back to you and me 


who started the discussion. You are 
a vital part of the public; I am. You 
owe it to yourself and the cause of 
Justice, as do I, to wait not a moment 
In doing something, in going straight 
to a neighbor and with him to some- 
body else, and on and on until an 
army is raised and the outrage put 
down.

trouble in finding the graves of rela- 
tives who fell on the field of battle in 
France, after they obtain from the 
graves registry bureau the location of 
the interment. 
The French are taking excellent care 


of the last resting places of Ameri- 
cans. Crosses with name plates have 
been erected over the burial places of 
every identified man that has fallen. 


Usually the steel helmet of the 


man—and It generally has his name 
written on the hatband—has been 
placed on the grave, together with his 
btyonet, thrust Into the earth as a 
•art of foot stone. Often his canteen 


and cartridge belt have been hung 
from the cross. 


An identity disk is nailed to the 


cross, and sometimes papers describ- 
ing his identity and how he fell have 
been placed in a corked bottle, the 
neck of which is imbedded in the 
eat th. 
There is no danger that French ci- 


vilians In the regions where the men 
are buried will appropriate any of 
those articles as souvenirs. Four long 
years of war, with the discarded equip- 
ment of Germans, British and French 
scattered ov^r the terrain has purged 
them of all desire or longing for sou- 
venirs. 
Civilians returning to their shell- 


shattered homes have found their front 
gardens converted Into a cemetery of 
three or four grave*. But tho graves 
have not been molested, on the other 
hand, thoy are kept up by civilians, 
who keep the edges trimmed and a 
spray of flowers or loaves on the 
mound.

Vranja, Serbia.—Here Is a story of 
:old-hlooded butchery perhaps wltliout 
>qual even in this war. It Is ihe tale 
'yf a deliberate, systematic eflfort by 
:he Bulgarians extending over three 
jionths to exterminate the national 
spirit of Serbin by killing everyone In 
the parts of the country they occupied 
iVhom they thouj^ht capable of nialn- 
tnlnlng it. 
I liave gathered the facts from many 
IlfTerent sources and the information 
ind evidence establish Bulgarian guilt 
oeyond all doubt. 
After Installing Bulgarian mayors, 
bishops, tax collectors and military 
police the Bulgarians arrested In ev- 
iry town and village all the men who 
Delonged to what may be called the 
intellectual class. They chose parlia­ 
mentary deputies, judge.s, teachers, 
lawyers, priests and emi)loyers of la- 
oor, formed them Into gangs and 
t. arched them away. 
3,000 Sent to Slaughter. 
Men numbering at least 8,000 from 
Ihe towns and villages of the Vranja 
region alone were taken in detach­ 
ments of about fifty at a time to a 
place which the Bulgarians cho.se as 
their slailghter house, and there every 
night one party after another from 
December, 1015, to March, lOlG, had 
their throats cut or were stabbed to 
death. 
One village whose name the Bulga­ 
rians liave made terrible Is a small 
place called Surdulitza, 20 miles north- 
past of Vranja, near the Bulgarian 
frontier. 
I we4it there and saw the 
bones, the graves and surviving rela­ 
tives of 2.500 victims of Bulgarian sav- 
ttgery who there met their end. 
They were locked up In tiouses 
which I saw, and then at night 
marched down a gully tied four or five 
together with ropes, they were stabbed 
or bayoneted to death and buried 
where they lay by local gypsies col­ 
lected for the work by the Bulgarians. 
Graves of hundreds of them were 


shown to me* 
Moldy human bones 
were still lying about In a little 
molily stream bed where on one win­ 
ter’s night after another the slaughter 
was carried out. 
li^very night the peasants of Surdu- 
lltza, who were forbidden to leave 
I heir houses after sun.M't. heard men’s 
screams coming from a near-by wood. 
The following morning fierce village 
dogs would bring Into the streets hu­ 
man arms and even heads, which they 
lore olT the bodies of the murdered 
men. 
•At Ushevt.se, a hamlet to the north 
of Vranja, 120 men, women and chll- 
<!ren — the entire population — were 
killed in one day. 
At Vladlchl all the women were col- 


lectcd and some of them violated. Th# 
rest were tied up and loft until two 
days later, when the Bulgars came 
back and completed their work of out­ 
rage. 
Roasted Over Slow Fires.. 
Last year at Yolashnltsa and Krt- 
vafaja Innocent peasants were stripped 
naked, tied down to brawlers and 
roasted over slow fires to make them 
confess that they possessed hidden 
arms. 
Lel)ane and Lesokvaty probably were 
the worst martyred towns of all. At 
the former place 20 persons were beat* 
en literally to death. 
What Is to be done to punish *thls 
cynically planned and brutally exe­ 
cuted policy of murder? The names 
of the Bulgarian ofilcers directly re­ 
sponsible for these butcheries are 
known. 
The peasants of Vranja and 
Surdulltza utter them with the same 
dread as that with which men of the 
English west country must have spo­ 
ken of Judge Jeffreys after the bloody 
assizes.

The discovery that the louse 
was the carrier of trench fever and 
that scabies—the seven-years* Itch of 
Bible fame—and other skin diseases 
are conspicuously reduced by cleanli­ 
ness led the army staff to take meas­ 
ures to rid the Yankee soldiers of 
these evils. It was decided that clean 
underclothes and frequent baths would 
make the Yank immune from many of 
the ills common to the soldier In 
France. General Pershing ordered that 
his army be equipped with efficient fa- 
<*ilitles to insure every man in the 
army a change of clothing and a bath 
lit least once, and, if necessary, twice 
a week. 
The soldiers, as they return from 
active duty, are received In squads. 
They disrobe and turn in their cloth­ 
ing. 
Then they spend half a minute 
under a hot shower, half a minute un­ 
der a cold one, two minutes soaping 
their bodies and then another half a 
minute under a warm shower for rins­ 
ing. They emerge to receive clean un­ 
derwear, sox and shirt and, if neces­ 
sary, a clean uniform. 
Tlie whole 
process takes 3^/4 minutes plus time 
for dressing and undressing. 
Tho underwear the men leave when 
entering goes to tho laundry wagons. 
It goes througli the waslilng and ster­ 
ilizing process and is issued again, a 
day or two later, to other troops. 
Lice, known as ‘‘cooties** in the sol- 
dler*s vocabulary, have been common 
to all armies In the war, but serious 
efforts to exterminate them were not 
made until they were found to be gurm 


carriers.

FACED A TREMENDOUS TASK 


Prom the Start America Organized 


War Program on Basis of Highest 


Efficiency—How Labor Was 


Mobilized. 


Washington.—America's success la 


the world war bus been made possible 
as much by workmen at home as by 
soldiers in France, 


America was confronted by a tre- 


mendous tusk when the conflict with 
Germany became Inevitable. The sup- 
plies the allies had required in the 
years since 1914 had necessitated con- 
siderable readjustment of labor and 
commerce in the United States, but 
with actual participation in the con- 
flict much greater changes had to be 
marie. The work of American laborers 
in producing food, munitions and cloth- 
ing enough for their own countrymen, 
and the allies as well is one of the 
greatest performances of the war, or, 
indeed, in history of all time. It has 
been made possible largely by careful 
organization of the nation's man power 
in order that every ounce of strength 
could be employed to best advantage. 


The United States employment serv- 


ice last Jui.c v.-ns intrusted with the 
great task of mobilizing and distribut- 
ing labor. Something of the kind was 
absolutely pecrssary, for without uni- 
fied arrangements for obtaining the 
ho'p rioeiicJl ior war production indus- 
trial life In \ni3ilca would have been 
chaotk. 


Europe Sets Example. 


The experience of European coun- 


tries had illustrated how essential ia 
perfect org« 
sulon and co-ordination 


of !abor power toward successful pros- 
ecution of u 
ar which places practi- 


cally, whole nations in arms. In the wara 
of the pf.st, industrial life at home 
went on without any considerable in- 
terruption ; the armies in the field were 
ordinarily not so largo that they could 
not live on the country if they were 
forced to do so. 


With the summoning of millions of 


men to the colors by all the belligerent 
nations, however, the world war of 
1914 quickly took on a quite different 
aspect. The withdrawal of all these 
men from industry proved a tremen- 
dous shoeij to the economic life of ev- 
ery nation. 


Germany probably was the best pre- 


pared for the great change, for the 
possibility of summoning must of the 
man power of the nation into warfare 
had been considered more thoroughly 
than elsewhere. 


France und England, It soon became 


apparent, hart made serious misrakes. 
In France large numbers of skilled mu- 
nition workers were called into the 
army, and they suffered tremendous 
losses when the Germans overran Bel- 
gium and northern France. Munitions 
output slowed up, and ou'y by the 
most heroic exertions were the French 
finally able to turn back the enemy at 
the Marne. Eventually the skilled ma- 
chinists were called back into the fac- 
tories, where they could be of much 
better service than even in the first- 
line trenches. 


England had similar experiences. In 


the patriotic zeal of thousands to en- 
list, for the voluntary system was re- 
tained in England for about three 
years, little attention was paid to the 
retention on essential jobs of men, 
whose places hardly could be filled. 
The consequence was that railway 
workers, miners and machinists went 
into the army by thousands and that 
England's productive capacity was 
crippled seriously. Only this year Ent;- 
land was forced to withdraw 10,000 
miners from the army In France, in 
order that they might maintain the 
fuel supply of the British isles. 


United States Profits by Errors. 
America was able to profit by these 


mistakes of the allies, and from the 
start organized a T\ar program on the 
basis of highest efficiency. 
The col- 


lapse of Russia shortly after America 
entered the war, afforded still another 
object lesson. 


Russia's collapse, it appears, was 


due more to a weakening of mor- 
ale at the front than to trouble at 
home. Breakdown of the nation's in- 
dustrial life was reflected quickly in 
the morale of the troops, however. The 
whole war has illustrated the fact that 
it is the home army that breaks first, 
if a quick military victory is not ob- 
tainable. 
Russia collapsed 
because 


the Russian people could do nothing 
more to carry on the war. 
Italy was 


in grave dagger of disaster because 
of industrial difficulties. Bulgaria and 
Turkey quit the war while both coun- 
tries had large armies in the field, sim- 
ply because the home front broke. The 
same condition existed in Austria-Hun- 
gary.

War Program on Baaia of Highest 
Efficiency—How Labor Was 
Mobilised. 
Washington,—America’s success In 
the world war has been made possible 
as much by workmen at home as by 
soldiers in France. 
America was confronted by s tre* 
niendous task when the conflict with 
Germany became Inevitable. The sui>* 
piles the allies had required in the 
years since 1014 had necessitated con­ 
siderable readjustment of labor and 
commerce in the United States, but 
with actual participation In the con­ 
flict much greater changes had to be 
made. The work of American laborers 
in producing food, munitions and cloth* 
ing enough for their own countrymen 
and the allies as well is one of the 
greatest performances of the war, or. 
Indeed, in history of all time. It has 
been made possible largely by careful 
organization of the nation’s man power 
In order that every ounce of strength 
could be employed to best advantage* 
The United States employment serv­ 
ice last June was Intrusted with the 
great task of mobilizing and distribut­ 
ing labor. Something of the kind was 
absolutely necessary, for without uni­ 
fied arrangements for obtaining the 
help needed for war production Indus» 
trial life In America would have been 
chaotic. 
Europe Sets Example. 
The experience of European coun­ 
tries had illustrated how essential is 
perfect orga. 
at ion and co-ordination 
of labor power toward successful pros­ 
ecution of a warVhlch places practi­ 
cally. whole nations in arms. In the wars 
of the pr»st, Industrial life at home 
went on without any considerable In­ 
terruption ; the armies in the field were 
ordinarily not so large that they could 
not live on the country if they were 
forced to do so. 
With the summoning of millions of 
men to the colors by all the belligerent 
nations, however, the world war of 
1914 quickly took on a quite different 
aspect. 
The withdrawal of all these 
men from industry proved a tremen­ 
dous shock to the economic life of ev­ 
ery nation. 
Germany probably was the best pre­ 
pared for the great change, for the 
possibility of summoning most of the 
man power of the nation Into warfare 
had been considered more thoroughly 
than elsewhere. 
France and England, it soon became 
apparent, had made serious mistakes. 
In France large numbers of skilled mu­ 
nition workers were called into the 
army, and they suffered tremendous 
losses when the Germans overran Bel­ 
gium and northern France. Munitions 
output slowed up, and only by the 
most heroic exertions were the French 
finally able to turn back the enemy at 
the Marne. Eventually the skilled ma­ 
chinists were called back Into the fac­ 
tories, where they could be of much 
better service than even in the first* 
line trenches. 
England had similar experiences. In 
the patriotic zeal of thousands to en­ 
list, for the voluntary system was re­ 
tained In England for about three 
years, little attention was paid to the 
retention on essential Jobs of men 
whose places hardly could be filled. 
The consequence was that railway 
workers, miners and machinists went 
into the army by thousands and that 
England’s productive capacity was 
crippled seriously. Only this year Eng­ 
land was forced to withdraw 10,000 
miners from the army in France, in 
order that they might maintain the 
fuel supply of the British isles. 
United States Profits by Error«, 
America was able to profit by these 
mistakes of the allies, and from the 
start organized a war program on the 
basis of highest efficiency. 
The col­ 
lapse of Russia shortly after America 
entered the war, afforded still another 
object lesson. 
Russia’s collapse, it appears, was 
due more to a weakening of mor­ 
ale at the front than to trouble at 
hofho. Breakdown of the nation’s in­ 
dustrial life was reflected quickly in 
the morale of the troops, however. The 
whole war hag illustrated the fact that 
it is the home army that breaks first, 
Jf a quick military victory is not ob­ 
tainable. 
Russia collapsed because 
the Russian people could do nothing 
more to carry on the war. Italy was 
in grave dagger of disaster because 
of industrial difficulties, Bulgaria and 
Turkey quit the war while both coun­ 
tries had large armies in the field, sim­ 
ply because the home front broke. The 
same condition existed in Austria-Hun­ 
gary.

St. Winntfred 


and the Tree 


One story of the origin of the green 


tree as the Christmas tree among the 
people of northern Europe is given In 
a legend of St. Winnifred. It is one 
of the many thousands of those sim- 
ple and beautiful beliefs that have at- 
tached themselves to the midwinter 
festival and which generally pass now 
under the name of "Christmas myths." 
It is related that St. Winnifred, a great 
Christian missionary, began cutting- 
down a "sacred" oak which had been, 
the object of worship by the northern 
pagans whom he was seeking to lead 
aright. While he was hewing down the 
huge tree it was blasted by a suddea 
whirlwind. 
Close beside it was ft. 


young fir tree, which was not harmed 
either by the whirlwind or by the fall 
of the giant oak. Then St. Winnifred 
Is reported to have spoken as follows 
to the pagans: 


"This little tree, a young child of 


the forest, shall be your holy tree to- 
night. It is the wood of peace, for 
your homes are built of it. It is the 
sign of an ~endless life, for its leaves 
are always green. See how it points 
toward heaven! Let this be called the 
tree of the Christ Child. Gather about 
it; not in the wild woods, but in your 
homes; there it will shelter no deeds 
of blood, but loving gifts and acts of 
kindness." 


The fir tree, the common evergreen 


of the northern regions, became the 
holy tree of the converted pagans, and 
In its honor or in memory of the 
thoughts it stood for they decorated it 
with lights and gifts at Christmas.

St. Wbmjfred 
and the Tree 


One story of the origin of the green 
tree as the Christmas tree among the 
.people of northern Europe is given In 
a legend of St. Winnlfred. It Is one 
of the many thousands of those slm* 
pie and beautiful beliefs that have at* 
tached themselves to the midwinter 
festival and which generally pass now 
under the name of "Christmas myths.* 
It is related that St. Winnlfred, a great 
Christian missionary, began cutting’ 
down a "sacred” oak which had been 
the object of worship by the northern 
pagans whom he was seeking to lead 
aright. While he was hewing down the 
huge tree It was blasted by a sudden 
whirlwind. 
Close beside It was a 
young fir tree, which was not harmed 
either by the whirlwind or by the fall 
of the giant oak. Then St. Winnlfred 
Is reported to have spoken as follows 
to the pagans: 
“This little tree, a young child of 
the forest, shall be your holy tree to­ 
night. It is the wood of peace, for 
your homes are built of it. It is the 
sign of an endless life, for Its leaves 
are always green. See how It points 
toward heaven 1 Let this be called the 
tree of the Christ Child. Gather about 
it; not in the wild woods, but In your 
homes; there it will shelter no deeds 
of blood, but-loving gifts and acts of 
kindness." 
The fir tree, the common evergreen 
of the northern regions, became the 
boly tree of the converted pagans, and 
lo Its honor or In memory of the 
thoughts It stood for they decorated It 
with lights and gifts at Christmas.
